Associated Students inc. has made a 
weary Campaign this semesi 
“Students First” to 


promot- 
ing an ideology of 
the faculty and administration on cam 
pus 

rhe slogan reflects a plea from ASI 
for faculty and administration to start 
thinking about the students that pay their 
Salaries, because without the students 
there would be no university 

For this idea to work, it needs to be 
recognized by all departments across 
the university 

On Saturday, at the men's basketball 
game against the University of ‘ne Pa 
cific Tigers at Arco Arena, the idea 
must have been forgotten for a day 

Forgotten were the students who were 
charged $8 each for tickets and forced 
to pay $5 for parking 

“That's below market value Ath 
letic Director Lee McElroy said 

In comparison, a Sacramento Kings 
game ticket costs $9.75 and fans pay $5 
for parking 

McElroy defended the cost of tickets 
by saying that the prices are decided by 
the officials at Arco Arena, not the Sac 
ramento State athletic department 

A total of 537 fans showed up tor the 
game with at least half of them rooting 
for the Tigers 

Just two weeks ago, an exhibition 
game at Hornet Gym between CSUS 
and an Australian club team drew 625 
and students were admitted free with 
their student body cards 

McElroy said CSUS played UOP at 
Arco Arena because UOP felt that Hor 
net Gym was an inadequate court for 
their players 

The game was required, McElroy 
said, for he and Head Coach Don 
Newman to build a rivalry with UOP as 
part of the “Butiding the Dream” slogan 
for the basketball team 

This year the Hornets will play a 
total of 12 home games, four of which 
will be at Arco Arena, with the remain 
ing eight at Hornet Gym 

Besides the two games played in the 
Holiday Classic basketball tournament, 
the Hornets face Gonzaga University of 
Spokane, Wash., at Arco Arenaon Jan.8 

According to McElroy, there are no 
drawbacks to playing at Arco Arena 

However, he said one of the benefits 
of playing at Arco is building a college 
environment 

The athletics department should be 
commended for its effort in building a 
college environment and getting more 
bodies out to the games this semester 

Landing a contract with the 
SportsChannel, attempting to bring a 
big name singer for homecoming, free 
registration at the football games and 
bringing quality upper-tier teams to Sac 
ramento are just a few of the efforts 
made by the athletics department this 
semester 

Trying to get the community behind 
this university is a noble effort and a 
step in the right direction 

But these efforts continue to be out 
shined by the lack of concern for the 
students that attend this university, not 
student athletes, but everyday students 
that want to come out and support the 
program 

When students—who have to work 
full-time to pay for skyrocketing tuition 
and fees—are charged $13 for a game 
and must travel more than 15 miles to 
watch it, that isn’t exactly building a 
college environment 

Despite the quality effort already 
made to rally the community around this 
university, the students on campus who 
want to support the program are sull ig 
nored 

This directly affects attendance fig 
ures not only now, but also in the long 


run
